The 
boy went out for a short time, being hungry, and very 
quickly returned with a lot of mussels of a most colossal 
kind, which he instantly put before the fire, for the two- 
fold purpose of opening and cooking. I partook of them 
and found them excellent. This was a kind of bonel 
bouche for us during the time that the wild pig was boil- 
ing, and the bread baking in the middle of the wood ashes. 
The house had no windows; holes in the wall were their 
substitutes, The house was very simple in regard to its 
internal divisions. It pos its kitchen, bedroom, 
drawing and dining rooms, scullery, &c., all in one, con- 
sequently we all slept at one end of this universal room, 
which occupied the whole of the interior of this simple 
and curious New Zealand residence.

Secrroy A.—-Mathematical and ae bar Science. 
' 'esident---Éarl! of Rosse, F.R.S. 

This ‘section met in one of the mathematical class- 
rooms of the Marischal College-—-the other sections: 
occupying variotts other rooms, The room was quite 
crowded, dnd thatiy wete unable to obtain admission, it 
being known that H.R.H. the Prince Consort would 
visit it at the opening. On the Prince entering he was 
loudly cheered by the audience, who rose to their feet. 

The President, in his opéning remarks, said it had 
been usual to give an outline of the business coming 
before the sections at the first meeting, to indicate the 
order of proceedings, and enable new members to 
judge of the comparative interest of the business in 
the sections, e had just looked over the papers 
sent in, atid found papers on pure mathematics, ap- 
plied mathematics; papers more especially on light, 
electricity and magnetism, and on astronomy; the pro- 
cesses of mathematical instruments; also in minor de- 
partments of physics; but up to the present time the 
papers on some branches were not fully come in. 
With respect to mathematics, a subject so abstruse 
could scarcely be expected to be interesting, except 
to mathematicians ; arid so extensive is the subject that: 
even they might sometimes be unable to follow more than 
the principle and general scope. However, any well- 
informed man might, from the results obtained, gain in- 
teresting glimpses of mathematical processes, and some 
general idea of the progress making in that direction. In 
applied mathematics there is more of general interest, and 
the results are perfectly intelligible without any special 
education ; and he recollected at the Oxford. meeting an 
investigation into the identification of a comet was 
made interesting to ladies even. 

Professor W. Thomson then proceeded to read a paper 
on the necessity for incessant recording and for simulta- 
neous observations in different localities to investigate 
atmospheric electricity. The lecture was illlustrated 
by means of apparatus. During the greater portion of 
it the Prince Consort was present, listening with evident 
interest, and put several questions to the learned 


Speaker. 
Section B.—Chemical Science. 
President---Dr. Lyon Playfair, C.B., F.R.S. 

The proceedings in the section of chemical science 
commenced by the president, Professor Lyon Playfair, 
delivering an opening address. The class-room was 
quite filled, and among the audience who passed in and 
out at occasional intervals were several distinguished 
savans. His Royal Highness the Prince Consort was 
also present, and appeared to take great interest in the 
discussion. 

Professor Lyon Playfair began by stating that Sir John 
Herschel, his predecessor in the chair, drew their atten- 
tion to the great importance of studying the combining 
proportions of bodies, in the hope of determining the 
exact numerical relation which prevails between the ele- 
ments In this country they were familiar with many in- 
genious discussions on the numerical relation of the ele- 
ments, and several interesting analogies had been arrived 
at, which had not yet, however, been sufficiently confirmed 
to be ranked in their scientific systems. He congratu- 
lated the meeting on the number of distinguished Eng- 
lish chemists who were present, and concluded by ex- 
pressing his regret that, owing to their cold northern 
position, they could not have the pleasure of some of 
their distinguished foreign colleagues. 

Prince Albert then withdrew, and was loudly cheered 
as he passed out of the class-room. 

Professor George Wilson read an elaborate paper on 
“the stages which led to the invention of the Modern 
Air-Pump.” 

The remaining papers read at yesterday’s meeting 
were---“ The Fluorescent Phosphorescence of some 
Diamonds,” by Dr. J.H. Gladstone; report on “The 
recent progress and present state of Organic Chemistry,” 
by Dr. G. C. Foster; “ Laboratory Memoranda,” by 
Mr. Brazier; “On the comparative value of certain 
Salts for rendering Fibrous Substance Non-inflammable,” 
by Messrs. Oppenheim and Varsonam ; and a paper “ On 
the Analysis and Valuation of Manure,” by Dr. §. 
Macadam. 

Section C.-——Geology. 

President--Sir Charles Lyell, LL.D. D.C.L., F.R.S8. 

In this section, which met in the principal hall of the 
College, there was a numerous attendance. 

His Royal Highness the Prince Consort entered the 
halt with Mr. Thomson of Banchory and took his place 
on the platform, on the i hand of the chairman, 
amidst loud cheering, the whole company standing. 

Sir Charles Lyell then proceeded to read a very in- 
teresting paper, which he had prepared as an opening 
address, on “ Proofs of the Antiquity of the Human 
Race. After alluding to the interest attaching to the 
subject, he said that for the last quarter of a century the 
occasional occurrence in various part of Europe of the 
bones of man or the works of his hands, in caves, or 
breccias and stalactites, associated with the remains of 
the extinct hyana, bear, elephant, or rhinocerous, had 
given rise to a suspicion that the dateof man must be car- 
ried farther back than we had before imagined. After allnd- 
ing to the discoveries of M. Ayward in 1844, in the vol- 
canic, district of central France, of portions of two hu- 
man skeletons, Sir Charles gave the following 
as the result of a visit he had made to Le Puy this 
year with Mr. Scope :—He was inclined to believe that 
the human fossils were really embedded by natural 
causes in their present matrix ; but in his opinion they 
afforded no demonstrations of man having witnessed 
the last volcanic eruptions of central France. The 
skulls do not seem to depart from the modern Europe 
or Caucasian type, and the human bones were in a 
fresher state than those of the quadrupeds found in any 
breecia of Denise which can be referred to the i 
even of the latest yoleanic 'eruptions.

It is. perfectly well known to the inhabitants of the 
towns. mentioned that very many furlough men 
have been sent to their homes by rail, but in their 
letters to their Vienna friends and acquaintances they 
speak of the movement (Hinabruchen) of a whole corps 
from Illyria to Venetia. It is, however, possible that 
the Illyrians have mistaken the large detachments of 
Lombard soldiers who have recently been sent to Italy 
for regular battalions. As soon as all the troops that 
were raised in Lombardy are assembled in Venetia 
they will be dismissed en masse, and provided, probably, 
with a small sum of money for the payment of their 
expenses on their way to their respective homes. Many 
people believe that the Lombards who have been in the 
Austrian army will hasten to offer their services to Sar- 
dinia, but I am not of the same way of thinking. The 
men, having had more than enough of “ soldiering,” 
will wish to remain quiet at home, and but few will 
voluntarily enter the Sardinian army. 
a being gifted with powerful imaginations, 
oretell that Austria “will speedily send troops across 
the Po, ‘and restore order in Modena and Tuscany.” 
Even if the Austrian Government should entertain 
such an idea it is not likely to carry it out, as it cannot 
be blind to the fact that one rash. step led to the loss of a 
province. Ifthe Emperor felt’ inclined he could send 
troops into the Duchy of Modena without. any violation 
either of the Lombard territory or of the tions ; 
but it would be very poor strategy to cross the Po at 
any point between Borgoforte and Revere while the 
French are in foree in Lombardy. A few days since 
the Paris Univers indulged in speculations on the 
probable consequences of an alliance between 
the two great Roman Catholic Powers, but 
the lIucubrations of the Ultramontane writer 
have produced little or no impression here, it being 
felt that there cannot be an intimate alliance between 
France and Austria, as they must always be opposed to 
each other in Italy. The struggle for preponderance at 
Rome is still going on, and it is evident that Austria, 
for the moment, has the upper hand. It is related that 
his Holiness the Pope is very far from well, but he can 
hardly be seriously ill, as he continues togrant audiences 
to persons of all classes of society. The appointment 
of the Cardinal Camillo di Pietro to be President 
of the Council of State is considered a satisfactory 
proof that the reform question has been taken in 
hand. Since Baron Hubner has been Minister of Po- 
lice the Vienna organs of the press have been allowed 
to express themselves more freely, and to-day some 
of them have ventured to state that they are less satis- 
fied with the Moniteur note of the 9th their official 
contemporary professes to be. They agree with the 
Wiener Zeitung in thinking taat a good understanding 
between Austria and France would be a guarantee for 
the speedy conclusion of a definitive peace, but are un- 
able to believe that the Moniteur article will produce 
any great impression on the revolutionary party in Ftaly. 
“When,” says the Ost Deutsche Post, “there has been 
a change of Cabinet at Turin we shall begin to think 
that the warnings of the Moniteur have been attended to, 
but not before.” It is worthy of mention that M. 
Cipriani, the newly-appointed Governor-General of the 
Legations; was not long ago the private secretary of 
Count Cavour. 

The O6csterreichische Correspondenz and the Wiener 
Zeitung frequently publish letters “from Central Italy,” 
but their “ anti-movement” colouring is so exceedingly 
strong that they are seldom read by the Vienna public. 
In general the Austrians care nothing for the Tuscan 
and Modenese Severeigns, and very many of them 
openly express their hope that none of the public money 
will be spent in an attempt to restore them to their 
thrones. The Venetians are so depressed, and ao little 
inclined to seek amusement, that the shareholders of 
the Fenice have resolved not to open that theatre this 
winter. The authorities are inclined to believe that the 
resolution taken by the shareholders is a political de- 
monstration, and it is by no means unlikely that it 
really is so.—Second Edition of the Times. 


AUSTRIAN REFORMS. 


The following Vienna letter, in noticing the Austrian 
reforms, gives interesting indications of financial reforms, 
especially in the war department :— 

“Baron de Bruck, who, in consequence of the recent 
Ministerial modifications, had not been able betore to 
avail himself of the leave of absence which he had 
obtained, has started for his estate in Croatia, where he 
will remain fora fortnight. Count Goluchowski had 
also left for Lemberg, to arrange some family affairs: The 
absence of these two members of the Cabinet has. not, 
however, prevented the examination of the different pro- 
jected reforms, and some of them are already in course 
of execution. . The ‘work of re-organising the compli- 
cated mechanism of a State like Austria cannot be 
accomplished in a day. It is not even in some weeks 
that can be realised measures which so closely affect 
thé moral and material interests of so many different 
and divergent provinces, with 36 millions of inhabitants. 
The sad events of the last campaign have given to 
truth a powerful voice, which has at length reached 
even the ears of the Sovereign, as is proved by the. 
Imperial. decree just published, which puts an end 
to the just complaints of the Protestants of Hungary, 
by restoring to them the self-government given i 
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vales of Italy.”

A numberof witnesses gave 
evidence to the excellent character of the prisoner’s 
wife, and the belief in the court was that his whole story 
concerning her and the deceased was entirely with- 
out foundation--The Jury returned a verdict 
of guilty, with extenuating circumstances, and 
the Court sentenced the prisoner to hard labour for 
life. 

Tue SLAVE TRADE AND AMERICAN GOVERNMENT.— 
The Washington States accounts in this manner for Mr. 
Buchanan’s recent display of interest in the suppression 
of the slave trade :—“'The spicy despatch received at 
the State Department, some time ago, through Lord 
Lyons, has stirred up our Government to some decisive 


action in regard to the slave trade on the coast of 


Africa. The despatch referred to advised our Govern- 
ment that, so far as our squadron on the coast of Africa 


was concerned, the vessels comprising it, instead of 


doing service onthe coast, were generally cruising in 
the vicinity of the delightful island of Madeira. A record 
was furnished the State Department by the British 
Government of the movements of our whole squadron, 
giving the number of days they were in port, where 
they sailed to, and howengaged. It was shown con- 
elusively that we had failed entirely tocomply with the 
treaty stipulation regarding the number of guns we 
were required to keep on the African coast.” 

According to a letter from Madrid, a somewhat sharp 
discussion has taken place between Marshal O’Donnell, 
the Prime Minister, and Mr. Buchanan, the English 
Envoy, relative to the military preparations of Spain 
against Morocco. The former having energetically an- 
swered certain observations of the latter, Mr. Buchanan 
asked if he had any objection to repeat them in writ- 
ing ; the marshal immediately rang the bell, sent for a 
secretary, dictated the reply, and gave it on the spot 
to Mr. Buchanan. This incident, however, will not, 
it is thought, lead to anything.— Galignani. 

A LEGISLATOR AND Actor.—The, Melbourne Argus 
contains an advertisement in which it is announced 
that the Hon. George Coppin intends to “complete 
his donations to the charitable institutions of the colony ” 
by appearing at the Olympic Theatre in a round of 
characters. The Argus says :—“ Our views upon the 
propriety or otherwise of Mr. Coppin’s periodical ap- 
pearance on the theatrical stage, taken in connexion with 
his position as a member of the higher branch of the 
Colonial Legislature, have been on more than one occasion 
freely expressed. If, as it is alleged, Mr. Coppin be so 
wedded to a profession, of which he is an undoubted or- 
nament, as to find it impossible to abandon its practice, 
it would be better that, for the sake ef consistency, he 
should resign the dignified occupation of a legislator for 
a sphere in which he is obviously more certain to secure 
the confidence and admiration of his fellow-citizens.”’ 

Crossinc. NIAGARA ON A TIGHTROPE.—THE ORIGI- 
naL Account CoNnFIRMED.—Three correspondents of 
the Manchester Examiner write to confirm the account 
of, Blondin’s tightrope feat across Niagara, which has 
been recently stated to be the “ hoax.” Two of them had 
just returned from America, where they had been eye- 
witnesses of the feat ; and the third encloses a letter 
from his son, who had been among the spectators. The 
fullowing is a passage of the letter :—“Last Wednesday 
Margaret and [ went to the Falls to see Blondin walk 
across the Niagara river on a tightrope, 140 feet above 
the water, which he did twice ; the first time standing 
on his head over the very centre of the stream, hanging 
on by his arms, lying on his back, &c., &c.; but the 
second time he carried a man across on his back, which 
was fearful to look at, as he had to let him off to stand 
on the rope, so as to gain a rest, five separate times, and 
it took him half an hour to feross,, They were 40,000 
people there. The distance walked was 1,180 feet.” 

A Poxrtce Measure at Constanrinopre.—The 
Journal de. Constantinople reports the indiseriminate 
arrest, some days ago, of forty individuals of bad charac- 
ter, and nearly all of them foreigners, by order of the 
Minister of Police, with a view to their wholesale banish- 
ment from the country. The Levant Herald says that 
this measure may involve some individual wrong, but 
“ the general effect. if the act be honestly and mercifully 
carried out, will be salutary to the full extent of the 
mauvais sujets deported. The foreign criminal popula- 
tion of Galata, and the other waterside parts of this 
Frankish suburb, has attained proportions which ur- 
gently call for the vigorous action. of the native executive, 
and of such of the foreign administrations as have 
power to aid in rooting out the evil. That very much 
of the impunity in crime is attributable to the inefficiency 
of the police we admit; but that far too much of it lies 
at the door of the foreign embassies and consulates we 
are equally sure. To throw the shield of capitulation 

rights round such a mass of vicious humanity as that 
which breeds rank danger to both life and property in 
Galata every time the sun goes down—to say nothing of 
the nearly equal perils it creates for both, even in broad 
day—is notably to mistake the object for which these 
privrliges-were originally sought and conceded.”

Mr. Edgar Hyde has sent the following letter to the

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_ Within the last two months'it has fallen to our lot, as 
chroniclers ot public events, to publish an account of 
| two fires of a very serious character which have taken 
place in Liverpool. For many years past nothing of 
{such a serious nature had occurred, and we have 
| our regret that one of them 
ed with considerable loss of life. Neither of 
these, however, were at all le in extent 
} and fury to one that broke out night. (W ednesday) 
jih the e i premises owned by — 
Montgomery i wton-. 
| The premises extended from wton-street 
to Newington, and were bounded on the west side 
by Cropper-street, and on the east by the Howard 
Ar¢adé: The area of the premises might be reckoned 
at one rood, on which was a very ‘large quantity of 
wrought and unwrought timber, and a building of con- 
siderable extent, which was used as a workshop, and in 
which was a great quantity of workmen’s tools, When 
the fire extended to this portion of thé premises, every- 
thing that the building contained e a prey tot 
devouring element. In the yard, and immediately 
adjoining the  dwelling-houses in Cropper-street, | 
was an engine-house connected with the saw-mill. 
For some time it was feared by many people that there 
would be an explosion of the boiler, and the utmost 
consternation was exhibited by the entire neighbour- 
hood. Matiy of the inhabitants of the locality, who 
are chieffy of the working class, were in the act of sit- 
ting dowti to their evening niedl, whén their attention 
was attracted by a brilliant illumination, and on closer 
observation they discovered that it was the timber-yard 
that was on fire. From the direction where the flames 
were first observed to proceed from, it was evident that 
the fire had originated in the saw-mills, or some portion 
of the premises convenient toit. However, the fire was 
not long confined to one particular place, for in a few 
minutes it had spread over the entire yard where the dry 
timber had been stored. 

Immediately on this being observed, the alarm of fire 
was given, but this was hardly necessary, for the illumi- 
nation was so great as to attract the attention of the 
public, and in a few minutes a large crowd had assembled 
in the various thoroughfares to witness as much as pos- 
sible of the truly awful picture which presented itself to 
the spectators. 

The town seemed to be alive in a moment, and all 
hastened to the scene Of the confldgfation. In a short 
time several thousands had assembl+il themselves; and 
with anxious looks inquired the cause of the contmvtion. 
The inhabitants of the various houses adjoining were the 
parties best able to judge; and they, with the instinct 
peculiar to humanity, had taken the precaution to pre- 
serve their household goods, by shifting the most valua- 
blé portions of their furniture to the houses of neighbours 
more favoured than themselves. 

It was not at all wonderful that these people should 
think of saving their furniture, seeing that the windows 
of their houses were left almost without a pané of glass, 
and many of them almost without a window. In many 
cases it was truly pitiful to observe poor industrious wo- 
men and men, with their hard savings and earnings on 
their shoulders, taking leave of their comfortable homes, 
andin dredd and terror of the devastating element. 

The fire raged with the utmost fury, the flames spread- 
ing with unparalleled rapidity, and licking up the dry 
wood and timber lying in the yard. It at length reached 
the workshops, a large and massive building of three 
storeys high, and about fifty yards or more in length. 
These workshops contained a vast quantity of finished and 
unfinished work, and of course the flames spread. In 
a few short minutes the building was in one vast mass 
of fire. The devouring element rushed through 
the windows, and caused a most magnificent though 
awful scene. From out of every crevice, loophole, and 
window, the fire-king showed his visage. The cries for 
more water Were here most stentorian ; but, alas ! 
although floods upon floods of the Rivington supply 
were poured upon the building, it was doonmied to des- 
truction. In about ten minutes after it had caught fire, 
the first portion of the roof fell in with a tremendous 
crash. This seemed to give fresh vigour to the flames, 
which now ascended to the sky with surprising effect. 
Not long after, another crash was heard, and the middle 
of the roof fell in, and in a few moments the remainder 
disappeared. Now it was that the fire was at its full 
height. Round the yard, as far as you cast your eye, 
you could see large stacks of timber blazing away, send- 
ing up their flames to a great height—here a building in 
the greatest stage of illumination, and there a wall 
falling with a crash ; the cries and exclamations of the 
firemen adding fresh excitement to the scene. 

Soon after the roof fell in, the flames extended to the 
stables, and it was with the greatest difficulty they were 
saved. The horses had, however, been previously fe- 
moved. Owing to the way in which the wind was blow- 
ing, the fire extended to the Howard Arcade; but as it 
was discovered at once, and greater exertions made to 
subdue it, the damage done there was trifling; four shops 
were set on fire, and a portion of their contents, consist- 
ing of furniture, was destroyed ; but, beyond this, no 
other damage was done than some furniture in adjoining 
shops being slightly injured by water. The occupiers of 
these shops were—-Messrs. J. Robinson, W. Robinson, Bro- 
therton,and Rawson. The exertions of the firemen nqw 
seemed about to be crowned with success., Vast volumns 
of water were now poured upon the burning mass, and the 
great quantity of timber began to assume a charred and 
blackened appearance ; yet there was great danger, and 
there was no abatement in the activity of the officials. 
Shortly before eleven complete mastery over the fiery 
element was obtained ; all the flames had been subdued, 
except something slight in the top storey of the work- 
rooms. But the workshops only acted as a contrast to 

the yard. They were on fire, and so was the timber in 
the yard—they seemed to stand boldly out in relief and 
challenge the fire todo them any harm, but they were 
the soonest to bow down tothe arguments of King Fire. 
After they were in a mass of ruins, the scene was 
still awfully sublime. As far as the eye could reach 
it was one mass of flame, here and there more intense, 
yet all of a most exciting and melancholy character, ex- 
citing so far as the danger was concerned—melanchol 
when we take into account the immense loss of property. 

As to the cause of the fire, we are yet in the dark. 
From the most authentic account that we have heard; 
it must have broken out in the saw-mills, and rapidly 
extended from that to the offices, and thence to the 
workshops. It was one of the most rapid fires that has 
‘been experienced in Liverpool for many years; for in 
the course of two hours property to the extent of 
£20,000 was destroyed, and a large number of men 
knocked out of work. 

We are given to understand that Messrs. Kilpin and 
Montgomery are insured in the Lancashire and York- 
shire, the Sun, the Imperial, and the Norwich ; but it is 
said that these insurances will not cover their entire 
loss.—Northern Daily Times.
